Augusta, Ga., Not. 2. — Dr. JullAn 
P. Thomas. the millionaire amateur 
aeronaut of New York had peihar 
ll • narrowest eacaixs In the hlstor 
of Ant. r lull balloon ascensions ii«r-‘ 
this afternoon'. He we.-, carried thou- 1 
aunts of feet in the air, clinging to 
the network of a runaway balloon, 
with neither basket below hint, nor 
ballast to aid him. 

The truant balloon went entirely 
out of sight, and the hundreds who 
deBperately chased it tu automobiles 
and buggies lost the trail for more 
then an hour. The balloon had tome 
to the ground six miles from town. 
Thomas, who had east off his basktt 
rather than disappoint the spectatora, 
war dragged about a cotton held la 
making a landing, hut escaped with a 
bruised arm. 

Tell* His tl\|terlenre. 

On his return to rtiis city Dr. 
Thomas gave the following account 
of hla experience: 

"I came to Augusta to make an 
aatcnslon and 1 made it in spite of 
the fact that the balloon bum before 
it left the ground. For three dt's 
and nights myself and my men work- 
ed herd to HU the balloon with gas. 
Ju t as we had accomplished this dif- 
ficult task the wind became so strong 
that it took hundreds of bags of 
sand and forty men to hold it on the 
grouud. In spite of their combined 
efforts the balloon swayed and tossed 
backward and forward, bunting itself 
on the ground aud against electric 
wires of every description. Finally 
we succeeded in frojiug it from the 
wiree aud drawing it outo u large 
fiatboat on the canal, end held it 
tend) there by nu imj of boys and 
neu. t 

“There waa nothing to do hut to 
aicend Immediately or give up the as- 
cent entirely, as there was no possi- 
ble wav in which the balloon could 
be successfully repaired iu live south 
I was determined to make the attempt 
whatever the eost. 1 had all the bal- 
last cast off Immediately and ordered 
the men to turn loose, but the balloon 
would not ascend. 1 their tliseon 
nected my anchor and then my heavy 
guide U had two). Next I discon 
neeted my basket and climbed Into 
the rigging, hitching on erne hag of 
ballast I gave the world to let her go, 
and up I went like a rocket. Unfort, 
unaleiy my tfccoad guide rope caught 
on a post, nnd 1 was being drawn on 
the tops of buildings nt the rate of 
thirty miles an hour. There was only 
one thiug that could save me. This 
was to cut the guide rope. This I 
instantly accomplished, as I had car 
riod in my mouth a long open knife 
ss a precautionary measure. In- 
stantly 1 had done this I shot up to 
a height of 5,000 feet. 

“For the first time in my balloon 
ing experience I felt rather uncom 
fortable, to say the least, for I was 
hanging on ouc of the ropes of the 
rigging by one leg. At the height of 
5,000 feet I made myself more com- 
fort xble.

Hlrong speeches, enthusiasm, g hh! 
tousle and good feeling characterUed 
the mass meeting at the city hall last 
night, in which tbe park bond Issue 
and ths water contract were discuss- 
ed. The humor of the audience 
which filled the larger pan of the 
police court room, was practically 
unanimous for both propositions, und 
the audience plainly was non-parti- 
san and cosmopolitan. 

It was shown that the ratification 
of either proposition by the voters 
next Tuesday would not interfere 
with any future financial operations 
the city may care to promote. It was 
demonstrated that the park bom! Is- 
sue was financially sound and mor- 
ally correct. That the water con- 
tract contains the best (terms the 
city ran make with the water com- 
pany and that the ravlug lo the city 
for hydrant rent will amount In 
eighteen years, to enough to i>ay for 
the proposed bond Issue for parks. 

The relation of parks, sewers and 
good streets to the progress of the 
city wa* provsn io.be as vital as any 
Hsu* which may arbe In the admiu- 
isttatlon oflit* business. Parks arc 
n necessity which If not provided for 
liy Mu- municipality', will be provided 
by private enterprise, and even from 
th* standpoint of municipal owner- 
ship, It would he advisable to handle 
tbe question on a scale at once ade- 
quate and competent.

Resolutions embodying the points 
brought Out In the »i>ecches were 
adopted and ordered signed by 20 
cltfsen/ to he de.-lgnated by the 
chair, these resolutions to be sent to 
as many voter* In the city us practic- 
able. 

It was stated by- Alderman Miller 
that In addition to the 10 per cent 
limit of bonds a city may Issue, hy a 
two-thirds vote of the citizens, an- 
othsr 2 per cent, may be Issued, aud 
that, even should the bond Issue pos- 
sibility left after voting the park 
boud issue, not he sufflrlent, the 2 
per rent, would more than make up 
the deficit, so that the main conten- 
tion of the opposition (o the park 
bond Issue Is nullified. Two per cent, 
additional would Increase the possi- 
ble bond Issue, after voting the park 
bond*, to $<00,000 

Mayor lctM-r. 

In his speech. Mayor Yetser de- 
clared tliut the meeting was non-po- 
litical and he believed the bond Issue 
was a move In the right direction. He 
express! 1 the utmost confidence In 
the Integrity of the park commission, 
composed as It Is of conservative and 
proven cltlxens. 

Dr. D. O. Murrell said this genenf- 
tion could make au investment, by 
procuring sufficient funds through a 
boud Issue, that would be a bargain 
for which future generations ever 
would he grateful. He said that 
even If we could not pay the whole 
ooHt now, the next generation glsdiy 
would contribute Its shure. und still 
would have a bargain. 

Alderman Miller said that tbe park 
bond Issue was not u "corporation 
trick;" that it woe fostered by Intelli- 
gent aud honest citizens. He traced 
whul whs done In the past In the way 
of parks, and tbowod It to he God's 
purpose that mini should live in 
scenes of natural beauty. Tbe na- 
tional government ha* recognized the 
value of reserving certain spots of 
natural Ja-auly . aud for It to have 
waited to accomplish Its purpose 
would have beeu us great a mlstak! 
as for tMe city to let this opportunity 
to secure park* pass. 

No t'uriMiration Hireling. 

Hon. Hal Corbett declured that 
uo corporation could hire him to 
champion any movement which did 
not have the best Interests of the cit- 
izens at heart. He showed what good 
streets have done tor the city and as- 
serted that parks would be unother 
a i.il equally as Important step In tbe 
same direction. He deplored the at- 
tempt being mude to array different 
"classes" aguinst each other and Il- 
lustrated the benefit of parks to tbe 
laboring man. He said the desire to 
get public utilities is no egcure for 
neglecting the vital question of parks. 
He believed thut If the proposition 
thoroughly was understood over the 
city. It would be unanimously ap- 
prox ed. His attitude toward wealth 
aggregated Into corporate form, was 
sane and just. 

Water Contract. 

Alderman Palmer talked mostly 

about the water contract. In the mak-‘

Owing to tbs feet that tbe contract 
existing between the city of I’aCucab 
and the local water company for fire 
hydrants expires during the current 
month It was Incumbent upon the 
general council to negotiate for su< h 
service covering the reroalnin,; period 
which the franchise of the water 
company still has to run, to-wlt: 
eighteen years. 

After several conferences betweeu 
tn B Joint i.ght and water committee 
and the ofllcers of the water company 
a scale of rates for Are hydrants was 
agreed upon by the commute* and 
tho water company. These rates 
hsve been embodied In a contract 
which will be submitted to the gen- 
eral council for such action as the 
wisdom of that body may determine. 
If the proposed contract U favorably 
act!*d upon by the general council, 
It must be submitted to tbo votes of 
the city at the text election and 
affirmatively ratified by not lesa than 
two-thirds of the vote then cost upon 
the question before contract be- 
tween the city nnd the water com- 
pany can bc finally executed. 

It is therefore worth while for the 
voters of the city to carefully con- 
sider the terms of the proposed con- 
tract before casting their votes at the 
coming election, and If It appears 
that the proposed contract Is to the 
advantage of the city, then to register 
their approval thereof upon their bal- 
lots. 

Iu order that tho voters may have 
an opportunity to become fully ad- 
vised regarding the terms of the pro- 
posed contract a copy of the earne is 
1 herewith submitted whiub reads as 
follows; 

"Section 1. That the City pt Padu- 
cah, Ky., agree* to rent and does 
hereby rent from Paducah Water 
company, its successors and assigns, 

, four hundred and eleven (111) 
double nozz:e (lie hydrants now es- 
tablished In said city for a period of 
elghteeu (18) years from tbe pa**age 
and final approval of this ordinance, 
after an election by the people as 
hereinafter provided. The annual 
rental for each of said fire hydrants, 
which the city of Paducah hereby 
agrees to pay for tbe first ten (10) 
years of said term, shall be twenty 
l$2t).00) dollars end tbe annual 
rental for the remaining eight (8) 
years shall be fifteen ($15.00) dol- 
lars, unless the said city shall sooner 
purchase water company's plant, with 
six (g) per cent Interest upon defer- 
red payments. Tbe payments of said 
rental* shall bc made as provided Id 
tbe original ordinance contract. 

‘.‘Section 2. A11 additional bydranta 
on extensions of mains that may be 
erected hereafter by the Paducah 
Water company. Its successors or as- 
signs. us provided Iu the original or- 
dinance contract during the said 
eighteen years, shall be charged and 
paid for as provided iu section one 
hereof; but at the expiration of ten 
(10) years from the time this ordi 
nance shall have been finally ap- 
proved as set out above, all tbe then 1 
fire hydrants shall be charged ami 
paid (or at tbe uniform rate as above | 
provided and the contract therefor , 
shall expire at the cud of tho eighteen , 
years fixed in section one. 

"Section 3. Before this ordinance I 
shall become effec've It shall be sub-J 
mitted to a vote of the qualified i 
voters of the city of Paducah, Ky . I 
at the general election to be held in 
said city on the <th day of November, 
lhtiC, tbe said vote to be taken In the 
manner and as provided by law for 
tile submission of public questions to 
the voters of bald city 

"Section 4. This ordinance shall 
take effect and te in force front its 
passage approval and ratification by 
the qualified voters of the city of Pa- 
ducah, Ky., and n written acceptance 
of Its terms nd conditions by the 
Paducah Water company filed with 
the c'.erk of the city of Paducah, Ky., 
within ten (10) days after the official 
certificate of Us approval at th* popu- 
lar election." 

At the present time the water com- 
pany has Installed for the use of the 
city 111 fire plugs, which tinder the 
old contract are rated and coit each 
year as follows: 

130 fire plugs at $ 10.00 . . .$0,000.00 
30 fire plugs at $30.00. . . 900.00 

231 fire plugs at $25.0'J. . . 5.775.00 

Total $12,675.00 

Under the proposed contract this 
same service would cost the city hut 
$8,220.00 for each of the first ten 
years of the contract a saving uponj 
the number of hydrants now instated 
of $(,155.00 per annum and for the 
ten year period a saving of $((,- 
550.00. 

For each o' the last eight years 
which the franchise has to run, tbs 
co*t for 411 .hydrants would bc $<,- 
105, a saving to tbe city ot'$6,510 
per annum of of $5t,0f5 for th* 
entire eight years of the fran- 
chise, making a total aaving to tha 
city between the existing contract and 



the proposed contract of $90,030. 

There Is nothing contained In the 
proposed contract changing the rights 
of the city or those of the water com- 
pany under the original franchise. 
The city still retains the right to pur- 
chase the water company's plant at 
the expiration of each five year period 
In accordance with the terms of the 
orlg nal franchise. 

This committee has also compared 
the rales contained in the proposed 
contract with those in effect In 127 
other cities for tbe same class of ser- 
vice and fluds the proposed rate* low- 
oy than those paid by any of these 
cities. The approximate average cost 
per hydrant In the number of cities 
I mentioned above Is $4S. 

The rate* referred to were submit- 
ted by the local water company and 
this committee assume, that the fig- 
ures are correct. The list of the 
c:tic* with the rate paid in each Is on 
fie with this committee aud anyone 
desiring to verify the figures con- 
fckned therein may have the oppor- 
tunity of doing so at any time. 

It should also bc borne In mind 
that until a new contract Is entered 
Into Vtwoen the city aud the water 
company, that the rate’s charged un- 
der the existing contract will main- 
tain. The only alternatives offered 
lo escape from the old rates are 
cither to make a new contract or to 
discontinue the service, the latter, of 
course, being quite Impossible. 

Therefore this committee has no 
hesitation In recommending to tbe 
general council and to the voters of 
the city of Paducah that the pro- 
posed contract be ratified

New York. Xov. 2. — Under date of 
Boston, Maas., the World printed the 
following this evening:

“Calvin A. Frye and others of his 
ail powerful coterie. In actual physi- 
cal posses-lon and control of old Mrs. 
Eddy, will be forced to tell what has 
become of her great fortune, estimat- 
ed by those who should know as close 
to Ho.d.Ofl.O’Jti. 

“The gravity of the situation Is ful- 
ly realized by the executive heads of 
the cult, and they were In session for 
hours today at hsadquarters. 

“Admittedly, the carefully staged 
Interview at Concord yesterday prov- 
ed only one thing,, nipytl*. the literal 
truth of the World's exposure of Mrs. 
Eddy's pitiable condition.

Utica, X. Y„ Nov. 2. — Secretary of 
State Eltbu Root Joined with Charles 
E. Hughes, the .Republican candidate 
for governor of Now York etate is 
here today, addressing a meeting in 
the Majestic theater. Secretary lloo' 
came directly from Washington and 
using the name of President Rooac 
veil and speaking as he said, “with 
bis authority,” asked the people of 
the state to elect Hugh on governor. 
When he appealed to the workingmen 
to holp President Roosevelt by elect- 
ing Hughes, there was a great out- 
burst of cheering. And at the con- 
clusion of his quotation from Rooeo- 
velt’s message, relating to the assas- 
sination of President McKinley, when 
he eald, “and I my by hla authority 
that what he thought of Hearet then, 
he thinks of Hearst now," the demon- 
stration and applause and checrlug 
which followed, continued for sonic 
time. 

"President Roosevelt and Hcarst 
stand as far apart as the polea. 

"Listen to what President Roo-o* 
velt himself has said of Hcarst and 
hla kind. President Roosevelt's first 
message to congress, speaking of the 
assassin of McKinley, he spoke of 
him at 'Inflamed by reckless utter- 
ances of thore who on the stump mid 
in the public press, appeal to the dark 
and evil spirits of malice and greed, 
envy and aulleti hatred. The wind Is 
•owed by men who preach such doc- 
trines, and they cannot escape the 
responsibility .for the whirlwind that 
is reaped. This applies alike to the 
deliberate deinhgogud, to exploiter of 
sensationalism and to the crude and 
foolish vlalonary who, for whatever 
reason, apologizes for crime aud ex- 
cites aimless discontent.' 

“I say, by the president's authority, 
that in opening with these words, 
with the horror of President McKin- 
ley's death fresh before him. he had 
Hcarst specifically in his mind, aud I 
say, by hla authority, that what he 
thought of Hears! then, he thinks of 
Hearst now." 

Characterising Hearst as a violent 
and unworthy demagogue aud persist- 
ent office soeker. Root declared that 
at a congressman he proved h inset f 
a worthless public servant; that white 
professing to favor Independent Judi- 
ciary be had made a deal with Tam- 
many Leader Murphy, for the nomi- 
nation of the Judiciary ticket in New 
York; that whllo Inveighing against 
corporations, his own corporate man- 
agement shows the Insincerity of his 
profession: that It is not clean and 
lawful redress of wrongs which he 
seeks, but turmoil of inflamed pas- 
sions and terrorism of revengeful 
force; that he Is guided by selfish 
motives, aud Is “not guiltless of Mc- 
Kinley’s death.” 

Root then denounced Hcarst as a 
skillful demagogue and declared he 
is especially dangerous, because be 
Is rich, owns newspapers of large cir- 
culation and can hire able men to 
speak well of him Root declared that 
there la no testimony from neighbors 
and acquaintances “as to his private 
virtue, excellence of morals or cor- 
rectness of conduct which we should 
like to have concerning tho man who 
is to be made governor of our state." 

Hcarst, be said, is known solely ns 
a rich man who owns a number of 
sensational papers and publishes 
whatever be thinks win get the labor 
vote.
